read and approved. 


Petition of Patrick Buckley for a 


sewer on Bartlett street was referred to 
the committee on sewers. 


A petition signed by every property 


owner on Wibird street, asking the city 
to grade that thoroughfare with crushed 
sione at once, was referred to the com- J 
mittee on streets. 


Petition of Chas. A. Hazlett, Gustave I 


Peyser and E. C. Blaisdell for an as 
phalt sidewalk on Rockland street, 
from Miller avenue to Broad street, the 
petitioners agreeing to pay one Lulf the 
cost of the same in front of their re 
spective property providing the cost of 
the same does not exceed eighty-five 
cents per square yard, was referred to 
the committee on streets. 


Petition of Mark W. Ayers for an as- 


phalt pavement in front and on the aide 
of his residence, corner of Lincoln 
avenue and Broad street, he agreeing to 
pay for half the construction of the 
same, was referred to the same commit- 
tee. 


The following communication, which 


explains itself, was then read by the 
city clerk: 
To the Honorable Board of M>tyor and 


Aldermen : 
Sirs—We, the 
undersigned, mer- 


chants, respectfully desire to call your 
iittentionto the present inefficient meth- 
od of sprinkling our streets, and re- 
spectfully suggest that the parties do- 
ing said sprinkling be required to keep 
the said streets well watered. 


Signed by fity-seven prominent mer- 


chants doing business on Congress, 
Pleasant and Market streets. 


The matter was thoroughly discussed 


by the board and ended up with Mayor 
Tilton appointing Aid. Brown, Borth- 
wick and Gray a committee of three to 
confer with the parties doing the street 
sprinkling to see if better service can- 
not be obtained. This was on motion 
cf Aid. Gray. 


The city auditor's report of approved 


bills was read and on motion of Aid. 
Borthwick was accepted and the bills 
ordered paid. 


Aid. Yeaton, »s chairman of the com- 


mittee on Public library, moved that a 
box in a safety deposit vault in one of 
the banks be rented and a couple of 
locks be put on the same, the treasurer 
of the trustees of the library to hold 
one key and the mayor the other, so 
that no money could be taken out un- 
less both gentlemen were present. This 
would do away with the treasurer of 
the library having to furnish bonds. 


Aid. Gray thought that the treasurer 


should furnish bonds the same as any 
other person who held a large amount 
of money iu trust. 


Aid. Yeaton'a motion passed, Aid. 


Gray alone voting nay. 


The city marshal's quarterly report 


with Special Officer Hodgkins' dog re- 
port was read and accepted. The le- 
port has already been published in this 
paper. ' 


A couple of bills against the city, one 


from Chailes Drowne and the other 
from Benjamin Mugridge, both of 
which had been referred to the city so- 
licitor, were returned with the recom- 
mendation from the solicitor that the 
parties be given leave to withdraw 
the same. 


Aid. Yeaton, for the committee on 


sewers, reported favorably on the sev- 
eral petitions referred to his committee, 
and on motion of Aid. Brown the same 
W.M accepted. 


The committee on fire department, to 


which was added the city solicitor and 
Chief 
Engineer Randall, 
reported 


unanimously in favor of the proposition 


the officers of the regular organization, 
in allegiance and compliance thereto. 


SECTION 2. ' That the sum of fifty 


.lollars i« hereby authorized to be paid 
ont of the tegular appropriation for the 
fire department to said Portsmouth 
Veteran Firemen's association, to be 
used by said organization to help de- 
fray its rent. 


It was then sent to the common coun- 


cil for ooncurrence. 


Aid. Brown, as chairmen of ILe com- 


mittee on scboolhouses, called 
the 


board's attention to tha condition of 
several of our schoolhouees and stated 
that the Farragut, Whipple and Bartlett 
schoolhouses were ^ery much in need 
of repairs and that it should be done at 
once.

Boston. July 14.— The pain yesterday 


was a. Uooidud ciu-i k to the retail trade 
in dry goods, but there was a fair buil- 
nt?ss during the two days previous, and 
with line weather the demand for cum- 
mer goods would probably be renewed. 
But the summer rush usually eases oft 
about the middle of Julj, and a com- 
paratively quiet trade may be expect- 
ed during the remainder of the vaca- 
tion season. The jobbing trade Is grad- 
ually increasing on orders from road 
salesman, and fall fabrics will soon be 
in active demand. 


Advices trom the west are quite en- 


couraging. and a wide distribution la 
confidently expected. Fall prints have 
already been taken liberally, and wool- 
en and mixed dress fabrics are meeting 
with favor, although prices are a little 
tinner than last year. An advance to 
correspond with the rise in wool Is nol 
likely to be establibhed for some time, 
but a movement with that end in view 
ha* been Inaugurated, and if trade 
comes up to expectation a gradual stiff- 
ening up is pretty sure to follow. All 
kinds of cotton fabrics are on a very 
low basis, and here. too. an apprecia- 
tion may be looked for if business turns 
out as good as expected. 


The market for boots and shoes has 


developed a slightly improved tone.

Where only a moderate amount ot 


hay is to be made the grass can be cut 


as the bloom is beginning to full, 


when it will contain the largest amount 
of digestible matter in the best possible 
condition. It can be raked up before it 


thoroughly dried, placed in small 


shocks and thus allowed to cure par- 
tially in the shade. If the weather is 
damp and perfect drying does not result, 
the shock cau be opened during the 
middle of the day and again cloned up 
at night to keep off the dew. The hay 
will then retain its green color. The 
blades will not become brittle, thus 
causing a loss when handled. This is 
the idual method of cutting and curing 
hay. 
If the hay can then be pitted uu- 


dor a bhed or in a barn, it will coino 
out in tho best possible condition. 


Tho same general methods apply to 


small quantities of clover, cowpeas, 
millot or any other forage crop, except 
that they must be dried out much more 
thoroughly. The steins and th>ck leaves 
are very succulent «nd contain large 
amounts of moisture. The hay may ap- 
pear quite dry, but if special pains ia 
not raken to examine it carefully, there 
Js danger of its being put into the mow 
or stuck while it contains large amounts 
of moisture. Under certain conditions, 
uo harm will result from this, but if 
the weeks following liny harvest should 
be moist and damp, dusty and moldy 
hay will ri'bnlt. It is butter, consequent- 
ly, to cut this hay, allow it to dry par- 
tially, then rake it into large heaps and 
allow it to remain until thoroughly 
cured. If tho weather is very dry, like 
the climate iu Colorado, California aud 
other western states where alfalfa is 
grown largely, these piles answer very 
licely. The forage is allowed to euro 
jurtiully in tho shade, which enables it 
o retain its color and prevents its be. 
coming harsh and woody. In more moist 
climates it is probably hotter to make 
well formed c<xlks to prevent injury by 
dew or light showers. 


In stacking hay, us with small grains, 


the one important feature i* to keep the 
middles hi«h and holid. This is done by 
allowing tho hay to drop from the stuck 
er (in to tho center i f the t-tuck ;uid eon 
tinually tr,ntipi:ig this portion.

cruiser Harvard, Cipt Cotton, U. S. N. 
now lies at anchor in the Piscataqna 
river, between Fort McClary, Kittery 
Point and Fort Constitution Newcastle. 
Tbe big steamer arrived at C 30 this 
morning having on board 1008 Spanish 
prisoners from Port Siboney, all the 
remainder of the crews of the wrecked 
Spanish fleet at Santiago. 


There were four deaths among the 


Spanish sailors on the trip and half the 
number are sick and wounded. The 
dead were buried at sea early this morn- 
ing between Cape Ann and the Isles of 
Shoals 
Two more died this morning 


after the ship arrived here. The deaths 
and sickness were caused by what the 
ships surgeon called veruicious malaria 
f ev er. 


There is but one Spanish 
officer 


among the prisoners. He is Juan B 
Aznor, a lieutenant commander of the 
junior grade from the Christobal Colon. 


The Harvard left the port of Siboney 


at 4 o'clock on the afternoon af July 10, 
and made the trip here in exactly four 
days, fourteen and one half hours, 
precibely the same time of the St. Louis 
from Guantanamo. The Harvard is the 
bhip on which the Spanish sailors re- 
belled in Siboney harbor. 
Eight were 


killed and about fifteen were wounded 
duriug the fight that followed. The 
trip was without othur special incidents 
than those mentioned 
There is not a 


case of sickness among the American 
officers or crew s 


The Harvard was foimerly the Amer 


ican liner New York. She is 517 feet 
long and iS foot beam, with three fun- 
nels and 
three masts 
When she 


steamed into the harbor this morning 
she had a decided libt to starboard, her 
port coal bunkers being nearly ex- 
hausted. At 8 30 the tug H. A. Mathes, 
Capt, Hoyt of Portsmouth, with the 
Herald representative, the harbor health 
inspector Dr. Fred S. Towle and other 
newspaper men on board run alongside 
the big bhip. Only the physician was 
allowed on boaid the ship and any at- 
tempt by others to evade the orders was 
futile. 
Dr, Towle remained on the 


hhip nearly two hours in company with 
the ship's senior surgeon, Dr, D. 0 
Lewis, U. S N.

Tbe dead Spaniards were buried in 


Siboney harbor the next morning and 
tbe injured placed on board tbe hos- 
pital ship Solace, there in the harbor. 
The prisoners made no more trouble 
after this occurrence. 
This morning 


they were as quiet as it was possible for 
them to have been. They crowded to 
look over the railing of the decks and 
those confined below presented their 
heads from the port boles, but none 
was inclined to speak to those on tbe 
tug 


Oue of the 
newspaper 
men who 


could speak Spanish fluently tried to 
engage those of the prisoners nearer 
him, 
m conversation, but all shook 


then heads aud would make no reply. 


The captured men represents some of 


all the crews that were in the battle at 
Santiago, They were among those who 
were picked up last of all from those on 
the burning ships or those struggling 
in the water All of the men shot m the 
revolt were members of the Vizcaya's 
crew. They wore, apparently, the most 
ungrateful of all for the kindness shown 
them by tha Americans. The majority 
of the Vizcaya's crew were rescued from 
tbe ship while she was on fire and the 
men \i ere too weak to even throw them- 
selves into the sea to escape cremation. 
One of the officers said it was one of the 
most heroic acts of the battle for tbe 
American sailors to go on board tbe 
bhip while they were in that condition. 


T'lte explosions wore frequent and 


terrific, working havoc in the destruct- 
ion of the ship and killing the men. 
The officer said it was almost miraculous 
that none of the Americans were killed 
by this source. The most horrible sights 
were witnessed on board the burnin g 
ships. 
Ou some the guns were dis- 


mounted by the American shells aud 
the men who served them were flattened 
out as the gnus rolled over them. The 
decks were covered with dead men and 
blood was running down the aides of the 
ships from the scuppers. 


The statements before published that 


the Spaniards scuttled their whips after 
the white flag was hoisted were con' 
firmed by the officers on the Harvard. 
She was within signaling distance of the 
St. Louis when tbe captain was in- 
formed that the Spanish fleet was at- 
tempting to escape, and came up soon 
after the Colon was beached. The Co- 
lon had been chased by the Brooklyn 
and Iowa. The officers of the latter ship 
stated that the surrender was accepted 
on condition that the guns should not 
be troubled or any intentional damage 
done to the hulls. But before the men 
could be taken off the Colon everything 
possible had beeu done to make her 
worthless. She sunk soou after. The 
harbor was filled w}th floating dead 
bodies of the Spaniards.
